DUBLIN, May 2.—The buildings seized in Dublin today 
by the dissident Republican troops remain in their posses- 
sion and they repudiate all rumors that there is any intention 
on their part of surrendering them. 

Today's events in Ireland indicate, in the view of ob- 
servers here, a forcing of the pace on the part of the extrem- 


ists and the refusal by 


them of a 


compromise, It was 


pointed out tonight, however, that the signatories to the 
agreement between the two army factions include men com- 
manding the adherence of a large number of units among 
the dissident troops, especially in county Cork. The main 
line of traffic between Dublin, Cork and Killarney is 
blocked by obstructions at various points. 


Meanwhile the partisans of tho 
Anglo-Irish peace treaty are pushing | 
‘orward their preparations jor holding 
tlections. 

Port Buildings Seizcd 

Ships are entering and leaving the 
port as usual, but the seizure of the 
port board buildings had made it im- 
possible to collect shipping dues. This 
fact is embarrassing the port board 
in the payment of wages of its staff, 
which numbers more than 1,000 men. 

The Kildare street club, seized by 
the irregular troops Monday, has been 
fortified to resist any attack. The 
taking over of the Masonic Building 
s the source of {rritation to the more 
wealthy section of the population. The 
seizure of the Sunlight Soap building 
probably had as its motive the fact 
that {t houses the tax master of the 
high court, who took refuge there 
when the Four Courts building was 
seized some time ago. The Sunlight 
building commands the approach to 
Dublin Castle and the City Hall from 
the Grattan bridge. 

Want Ledgers Returned 

The port board has appealed to the) 
raiders to return its ledgers They | 
are being used as barricades. After 
a parley with Rory O‘Connor, leader | 
of the dissident troops, today, he| 
agreed to exchange the books for eand- 
bags. The port board declined to 
acquiescs and has preferred to cease 
tts activities until it is able te recover | 
its prémises and dooke. 

News of eeisures in Kilkenny by the | 
dissident forces has been followed by 
a report that the official Irish repub- 
lican army troops have recaptured !m- 
portant buildings and taken forty 
prisoners. The regulars also took over | 
the Henry and Kinnegad barracks | 
trom the Irregulars, but up to the 
present the regular forces in Dublin,

DUBLAN, May 2.—Raida on 
branches of the Bank of Ireland 
continued today. Banks were 
raided in Tipperary, Boyle, and 
Charleville, County Cork. In the 
latter place, £19,000 was taken. 

A revised estimate today placed 
the amount seized from cight 
branches of the bank yesterday 
at only £46,000 instead of £100,- 
000, as was first reported. 

These raids were generally re- 
garded as indicating the follow- 
ing up of the line of conduct in- 
dicated by an anti-treaty member 
of the dail at its last mecting, 
explained, amid applause by 4 
large number of Republica dcpu- 
ties, that hoe could not get moncy 
to pay his men, and, therefore, 
had raided post offices and com.

IS IT OWING IN EQUITY?

(From the Montreal Star) ’ 
I have read with much interest the 


Star editorial on the British debt. As 
the United States demands payment 
of interest at least on the money due. 
her, Britain has no option but to de-| 
mand similar payment from the 
countries that in turn owe her. 

When oonsidering this problem, 
however, we are faced with a funda- 
mental question. That the debdt is 
technically due, no one denies. But is 
it morally and reasonabiy due from 
the standpoint of equity? Let us look
